The articles of contraband, before ennmeraled 
aod uiassilied , wiiinh may be found in a vessel 
■ boniul for an enemy’s port, sliall be subject to de- 
tentiou and confiscation, leaving free the test of 
the cargo and the sliip, lliat the owners may dispose 
of them ai they see proper. No vessel of either of 
the two nations sliall be detained on Che high seas 
on account of having on board articles of coutra- 
band, ivlienever the master, captain, or snpn mrgo 
■ of sail vessels will deliver up the article of contra- 
band to the captor, unless the (jiiantity of siicti ar- 
ticles bo so great and ofsulHi'gea bulk that they 
cannot he received on board the capturing ship 
without great inconvenience; but, to this and in all 
other cases of just detention, the vessel detained 
shall he sent to the nearest convenient and sale port 
for trial aud judgment, according lu law. 

Ahticle 10th. 

And whereas it froqueiitly happens that Tossels 
sail fur a port or place belonging to an enemy, with- 
uiil Uuoiving (hat the same it besieged, blockaded, 
or invested, it is agreed, Ihat every vessel so cir- 
cumstanced may be turned away from such port or 
place but stiali not be detained, nor shall any part 
ofher cargo, if notcontrabaiid, be confiscated, un- 
less, aftor warning of such blockade or investment 
from the commanding ollcer of the blockading for- 
ces, she shall again attempt to enter; but she shall 
be permitted to go to any other port or place the 
shall think proper.

In ordnr to prevent alt KlitU of ^iSDrtJer in tbo 
visiting and exaiulnafion of the ships aud cargoes 
of both the contracting parties on the high seas, 
they have agreed, mutually, that whenever a ves- 
sel of war, public or private, shall meet with a neu- 
tral of the other contracting party, the first shall 
remain out of cannon shut, and may send its boat,

Ihiil ttie neutral party shall in no case he 
required to go on board the examining vessel, for 
the purpose of exhibiting her papers, cr for any 
b'.her purpose whatever 

AnTicLS 21st. 

To avoid all kind of vexation aod abuse in the 
examination of the p.tpers relating to the owner-
